Extending our feelings on mountain skiing technique, we feel that ski touring shoes 
should provide nothing more than a torsionally rigid attachment to the ski binding. Thick 
leather and padding are poor insulators, especially when wet! A much better solution is 
our warm and waterproof, lightweight Elf Boots. 


The Elf Boot is our adaptation of a design by C’Anne Baker of Jackson Hole. The fact 
that it is an overboot (enclosing the entire shoe to the knee) offers warmth and security 
from the elements unattainable with gaiters. VVe”ve used them for three years now at 
temperatures ranging to -40° and in spring slush, but we have yet to experience cold 
or wet feet. 


The foot section is a high quality vinyl coated polyester, which is completely waterproof, 
very strong and flexible down to -50°. It is lined with a layer of foambacked tricot. This 
provides the insulation necessary for warm feet during lunch and rest stops. From the 
ankle up is nylon oxford laminated to Gore-Tex with a tricot backing. A heavy leather 
square on the bottom protects the Elf Book from your heel plate. The top and instep are 
drawn up by means of a simple toggle—no buckles to mess with or Velcro to freeze up. 


While Elf Boots can be used with some cable bindings, they were designed specifically 
for use with pin bindings and will fit over touring shoes only. In camp, Elf Boots make 
splendid mukluks over down booties! They come complete with instructions for marking 
and placing holes for your pin bindings.

Clearly, the appearance of the Jensen Pack is as unusual as its performance. Empty, the 
pack gives no clue that it is special. Clever compartmentalization gives the pack its 
characteristic shape as it is filled. A vertical partition in the center of the pack achieves 
three major functions in the design: 


1. It creates the “S” curve which fits so comfortably into the wearer’s back, important 
for proper weight distribution and maneuverability. 


2. It gives the pack its slim profile, minimizing the distortion of your center of gravity. 
3. It forms two vertical columns which transfer their weight to the lower part of the pack. 


These columns terminate at a horizontal tube which wraps around and rests on your 
hips. The horizontal partition is also instrumental in assuring that your sleeping bag 
does not contribute to an imbalanced load. 


From the ends of the horizontal tube extends a hip belt, so that the weight is distributed 
much like a frame pack. Unlike frame packs however, the Jensen Pack distributes its 
weight smoothly at points other than the shoulders and hips. Above the two vertical 
columns is a large, undivided area, keeping the weight as closely over the shoulders 
as possible. 


All seams of stress are double stitched with + 16 poly- 
ester thread. Points of great stress are backed with 
webbing and/or leather reinforcement. The #10 YKK 
coil zipper is a continuous coil of nylon woven into 
the tape, rather than having teeth which may break or 
fall out after strenuous use. The result is a smooth, 
strong, reliable, lightweight zipper. Each has two long- 
pull sliders for easier operation and access. Generous 
weather flaps cover the zippers. The Jensen Pack is 
constructed of Cordura, an 11 ounce nylon with three 
times the abrasion resistance of cotton canvas. It is 
double coated for weather resistance. That part of the 
pack which touches the wearer’s back is covered with a 
cotton/polyester ribless corduroy for comfort and a 
non-slip surface. Between this corduroy and the nylon 
of the pack is sandwiched a film of 4 mil polyethylene to insure that perspiration cannot 
reach down gear or clothing on the inside of the pack. Our waist buckle is very light- 
weight, quick release (with one hand), quick adjusting and will not slip. 





For tie-on points, our packs are fitted with Rivendell’s exclusive barbell-shaped leather 
straps. The 8 ounce Latigo leather is stitched in a circular, non-stress pattern with + 16 
polyester thread. The leather adds a rich, handsome touch to our packs, as well as pro- 
viding the greatest ease of use. Accessory straps are a cinch to thread, even with a full 
pack and cold hands!

Giant Jensen Pack 


The Giant Jensen is offered for those with larger load requirements. With the exception 
of added reinforcement, it is identical in construction and materials to the Jensen Pack. 
Its principle, general shape, and efficiency are also the same, but its huge volume (4455 
cubic inches for medium length) is greater than most frame packs. Its 1215 cubic inch 
lower compartment will accept expedition sleeping bags and some synthetic fill bags. 
If you do a lot of winter mountaineering or refuse to leave your folding camp stool at 
home, this pack is a better choice than the Jensen Pack. The method of fitting the Giant 
Jensen is the same as for the regular Jensen (see illustrated chart).

Because of the closely contoured fit, we offer each of our Jensen-style Packs in four 
different lengths. A poor fit seriously detracts from the packs’ comfort. Unfortunately 
the wearer’s height is not always a good indication of the length of his or her back. There- 
fore, we must resort to this illustrated chart of measurement:

This is the most accurate method we have been able to devise. The best method, of 
course, is to try on a pack. If you don’t have access to one, use the chart. If the measure- 
ment you get is 22” and you re only 577”, chances are, you're doing something wrong. 
Ask your friends vvhere they think the small of your back is and try to come up vvith a 
vvorkable figure. 


If you have a Jensen Pack at hand, load it up and put it on. Adjust the shoulder straps 
until the wrap-around tube sits nicely on top of your hips. Cinch up the waist belt and 
move around a bit. The pack should mold itself to your back and feel as if it were custom 
made for you. If it hits you above the small of your back or drags around your bottom, 
it’s not right. You'll know a proper fit when you feel it-make sure you get one! We'll 
gladly exchange unused packs for the correct size. 
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Pockets 
For your water bottle or those small, easy 
to lose items, detachable pockets are avail- 
able which fit all the Jensen-style Packs. 
This year, for the first time, webbing straps 
on the back of each pocket make them into 
belt packs! Each pocket measures 16X5X3 
inches, adding 480 cubic inches total to the 
pack’s volume. The pockets are con- 
structed of Cordura and zip across the top, 
continuing down one side to the bottom. 
They are attached by means of “Pull-the- 
Dot” directional snaps. In this way the 
pockets cannot become accidentally de- 
tached, yet can be quickly removed or at- 
tached. All Jensen-style Packs are now 
fitted with these snaps, and they are set far 
enough apart to accommodate the width 
of downhill skis. Old clean packs without 
snaps can be mailed to us and fitted with 
snaps for $3.00.

Since the Minox has a fully auto- 
matic exposure system, you won't waste 
precious moments fiddling with controls. 
Just focus and set the aperture. The 
camera selects a shutter speed from 1/500 
to 30 full seconds. In the viewfinder a 
vertical scale shows you the shutter speed 
the camera has chosen. Foolproof! And 
the Minox meter is more sensitive than 
many through-the-lens meters found in 
modern single lens reflex cameras.

No attention to detail has been forsaken 
in the Minox. Not only does it fit in the 
palm of your hand, it feels good in the palm 
of your hand. The clean, smooth and 
uncluttered lines show clever forethought 
toward the camera’s use. Nowhere on the 
rugged fiberglass reinforced Makrolon 
body will you find sharp corners or snag- 
ging projections. A hot shoe contact is 
recessed into the top of the camera for 
electronic fash units. When the flash unit 
is inserted, shutter speed is automatically 
set at 1/30 of a second for X-type syn- 
chronization. The Minox is so quiet that 
a barely audible click is all you hear when 
you depress the shutter release. Great for 
candid shots, since the Minox is nearly 
invisible, too! An exposure counter is pro- 
vided, as is a tripod socket and cable re- 
lease socket. And the front cover even 
doubles as a sunshade! 


At half the weight of a Rollei 35, your 
Minox will soon become a matter of habit.

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A Unique Rainfly 


The standard Bombshelter’s fly is as 
innovative as the tent beneath. Its four 
corners attach by grommets to the 
bottom of each A-frame pole. Several 
grommets are provided to allow for 
shrinkage and stretch according to rela- 
tive humidity. The fit is snug enough 
that the fly adds tensile strength to the 
tent, making the two a single unit so 
secure that only if the poles collapsed 
could the two become separated. Two 
pullouts on each side utilize the same stakes used by the tent, yet even without these 
pullouts the fly is held securely. Unlike rainflies which allow a gentle breeze to blow rain 
onto uncoated parts of the tent, this fly will adequately shelter the canopy in windy rain- 
storms. Lines of stress in the light fabric have been reinforced with nylon tape. Weight 
of the fly with its guy lines is one pound. 





Loaded with Features 
The use of a very wide fabric (69”) has allowed us to create a one piece tub floor with no 
seams at the sides or across the middle of the floor as is the case with most “tub” floors. 
The only seams at floor level are at each end. The Bombshelter is provided with two 
vents, one at either end of the tent. Flow of air can be regulated or completely shut off 
from inside the tent. The entrance to the tent is closed by means of a long (42”) tunnel. 
Its length allows packs or other gear to be stowed outside the floor area when the tunnel 
is closed, giving the tent more living space. In high winds the tunnel can easily be cinched 
up to create a tight, non-flapping wall. For protection in milder climes, both vents are 
covered with mosquito netting, and the door is fitted with a second, shorter tunnel of 
netting. Naturally, ties are provided for each tunnel to be held open together or separately. 
Inside are two large net pockets for keeping track of small items. Eleven wire skewer 
pegs are provided with the tent for your convenience. However, different types of terrain 
and weather conditions may require specialized pegs of appropriate shape and materials. 
The Gore-Tex model is supplied with an 8 ounce can of seam sealant and a convenient 
plastic syringe. Guy lines for the tent and fly are also provided.

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About Space... 


The Bombshelter is smaller than many tents. Since vvind speed increases geometrically 
at increasing heights from the ground, larger dimensions would significantly reduce its 
strength. The tent does, however, offer more room than the dimensions would indicate. 
Side pullouts create considerable space. Catenary curves are absorbed by the ridgepole, 
not by interior space. Therefore, the room has no sway. Interior space is also increased 


by using the long tunnel entrance for storage. These drawings represent interior space.
